More 
than 3,000 Serbians were taken pris- 
oners. 
The town of Kralievo, thirty-five 
miles southwest of Kraguyevatz also 
has been captured by the Germans, 
who are pursuing the Serbians to the 
east of that point. 
The Germans have reached the Zu- 
panyevac district and in the Morava. 
valley have pursued the Serbians be- 
yond Obrezslclrica. 
The Bulgarians'

New Law 
Changes Official's Term 


from Three to Two Year*.— 


Several Candidates In Field. 


Prominent among matters to be con- 
sidered at the session of. the county 
board next week will be the election, 
of a county highway commissioner 
under the new -law, chapter 533, laws 
of 1015, which changes the term of 
service of the county 'Commissioner 
from three .to two years. . Charles E. 
Moore, the present incumbent, was 
elected 
in November of 191& and 
would hold office until Jan. 1, 1917, 
if the .new law had not been passea. 
Although it is claimed .by some that 
Moore's term continues for anotlier 
year despite the new statute, it is 
more generally understood that an 
election will be in order this fall. The 
matter has not been submitted to the 
district attorney for a ruling as yet. 
It is understood that Mr. Moore will 
be a candidate for re-election upon his 
record for the last three years. It is 
reported that there Is at least one 
other aspirant for the job, Fred Reh- 
feld, supervisor from the 
town of 
Rock, who is 
vice-chairman of the 
board, and one of the oldest members 
in years of continuous sen-Ice. 
The new law also provides for a 
county highway

posed ot county board members and 
outlines their duties and fuctions. This 
arrangement is little different from 
the. system under which Rock county 
has been working in the past with 
committee No. 6 on road appointed by 
the chairman at i the April meeting 
each year. The new law, however, 
more definitely prescribes the duties 
of the committee and their power In 
the matter of highway building and 
their relation to the highway commis- 
sioner.

RECORDED IN DIARY 


Published Diary Extracts of Famous 


French Aviator—Chased Twenty, 


one German Machines In 


Three Weeks. 


[BT ASSOCIATED T»«BS.] 


Paris, Nov. 6.—Friends of Pegoud, 
the French aviator, are planning to 
make a permanent record of his ser- 
vices to aviation by publishing his 
diary, which contains a minute and 
characteristic chronicle of his daily 
work. His activity, aa shown by his 
dairy, which contains a minute and 
month of August, for example, there 
were eleven days of rain and 
two 
days when ho was prevented 
from 
by accidents, to hts machine. On the 
other eighteen days he chaeed twenty- 
one German machines, fought 
two 
"pitched battles" in the air and made 
more than a score of reconnaisances. 
A characteristic bit from the diary 
is publishel in the Paris Journal, de- 
scribing Pegoud's journey on Dec. 27 
when he loat his way and nearly ran 
out of petrol in the enemy's country.

No per- 
son shall have in his possession any 
such carcass without such coupons at- 
tached or which does not have there- 
on sufficient natural evidence of its 
sex. HuuterB shipping or transport- 
ing deer should be careful in attach- 
ing the coupons so that they can not 
be lost. They should also always at- 
tach at least two shipping tags with 
their name, license number and ad- 
dress plainly written on such tags. 


Many'Deer Are Loat

Many deer are lost 'in transit every 
fall, owing to the fact that but one 
Chipping tag was attached to the game 
and itw as either removed or torn off 
while In transit. In many cases the 
owner himself can not be found be- 
cause there is no coupon or tag on the 
carcass. 
The shipper should always 
take a receipt from the express com- 
pany through the receiving agent. 
Green deer heads of bucks lawfully 
killed may be shipped to a. taxiderm- 
ist without a license coupon if shipped 
-before Janu. 3. From reports coming 
to. teh office of the state .conservation 
commission from wardens now located 
in northern territory, deer are very 
plentiful and In splendid and healthy 
condition. 
As the new game laws protect the 
doe and prohibit the serving of veni- 
son as a lunch, the indications are 
that deer hunting in Wisconsin will 
probably be offered.to the sportsmen 
for many years to come.

HONORED IN CHINA 


Were Gueata at Dedication of Sleeper- 


"Davis Memorial Hospital In 


Peking, China.

Pekinfe, Nov. B.—Dr. Wallace But- 
trick, director of the China Medical 
Board, Dr. Simon Flexner, director ol 
laboratories 
for 
the 
Rockefeller 
Institute of Medican Research of New 
York, and 
Dr. William H. Welch, 
professor of pathology at Johns Hop- 
kins University 
Medical School, of 
Baltimore, were the honored 
guests 
recently at the dedication of the new 
Sleeper-Davis Memorial Hospital In 
this city. 
, 
This new hospital' 'is a five-story 
structure erected by the Methodist 
Episcopal Church of the United States 
at a coet of $18,000. 
It baa accom- 
modations for one hundred and flfty 
patients. Is heated by steam, lighted 
by electricity, equipped 
throughout 
with modern sanitary plumbllng and 
provided with diet kitchens 
capable 


of preparing both Chinese and foreign 
food for oatients. 
All patients entering the'hospital 
will be treated by American doctors, 
who have Chinese assistants. The 
principal of the hospital is also an 
American, but she has the assistance 
of 
twenty 
Chinese 
nurses. The 
hospital is equipped with modern 
operating rooms' designed to accom- 
modate students and its management 
plans extensions which will'make the 
institution more useful as a training 
place for Chinese doctors and nurses. 
The Rockefeller Foundation Is lend- 
ing financial aid to a great movement 
for 
the 
modernization 
of medical 
practice 
in China and the 
three 
prominent 
guests at the dedication 


of the hospital are in Peking at this 
time studying • conditions 
in 
China 
with a view to recommending a plan 
for: the further extension of the 
foundation's work. 
Dr. Wang Wen-Tua'o, who represent- 
ed 
President Yuan . Shl-kal at the 
dedication, said. Chicago and Peking 
have about the-same population, but 
Peking has only two hospitals, while 
Chicago, -has 
ttcores 
erf 
modern 
hospitals. Furthermore he said exist- 
ing institutions -have'no special pro- 
visions for the 
treatment of women 
and children such as ar« provided in 
the new hospital. On behalf of Presi- 
dent Yuan Shi-kai he thanked the 
Americans- who have erected 
the 
hospital for their 
efforts to elevate 
medical 
and surgical practice in 
China, 
. Dr. Welch made an address in 
which he. congratulated the builders 
and emphasized the important 
part 
the hospital 
will play 
In training 
future doctors and hospital 
superin- 
tendents for North China. Dr. Flex- 
ner ma.de an appeal for the support 
of 
the 
new institution by wealthy 
Chinese and urged the necessity for 
immedlaU .medical training for the 
women of China, 
On behalf of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church Bishop Lewis 
accepted 
the new building and formally dedi- 
cated it to the use of the 
suffering 
women and children of China, 
The China Medical Board has al- 
ready purchased the Union 
Medical 
College In Feklna; and Is directing its 
work and financing- it this year. The 
school was formerly the property of 
the London Missionary. Society and 
was supported by Interdenominational 
mlffsionary societies of both England' 
and America. 
The Church of Eng- 


land, Methodists, 
Presbyterians and 
CpngregatlonallBts aided in its work. 
Under the new ownership the Rocke^ 
feller Foundation 
will name seven 
trustees'for the school and six will be 
named by' the missionary societies 
which founded it. 
Roger S. Green, 
former United States consul general 
at, Hankow, China, is director of the 
China Medical Board's work and will 
live, permanently in Peking. 
In addition to taking over the 
Peking medical school the Rockefel- 
ler 
Foundation 
has 
appropriated 
$16,000 this year to the use of the 
Harvard Medical School at Shanghai 
and. has provided money for several 
missionary hospitals in other 
cities 


of .China. 
It has also appointed six 
Chinese graduates in medicine to 
continue their studies here and abroad 
and 
has 
granted 
fellowships 
to 


{medical missionaries now engaged in 
ithe Chinese field. Ten women are to 
be sent to the United States im- 
mediately to 
study nursing in ap- 
proved training schools, and trans- 
lators are at work putlog nurses' text- 
books into Chinese for the use ol 
women who are studying in tlilu 
country.

now so popular. 
He believed that every American 


citizen was a sovereign^ and if he was 
living today he would have no sym- 
pathy for the hyphenated class, or

'ation. We believed that ambition 
should prompt every American to 
work out his own destiny. In this land 
so full of opportunities;" 
This is the doctrine which shoul^t 
be taught today from every pulpit and 
platform, 
and 
from 
every 
school 
house in the land. It is time for us 
to forget that the toilers of tho land 
are confined to the men and women 
who work a given number of hours for 
a given wage. 
The people who do not work, in this, 


country, are either tramps or unde- 
sirable citizens. The American peo- 
ple are a fraternity of workers; ana 
so many of their interests are in. com- 
mon that fhe fraternity should be 
mutual. 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., recently 


spent a month in the Colorado coal 
fields among the miners employed by 
the company in which he is interest- 
ed. He w.ent among them not only as 
a stranger, but many of the men re- 
garded him as an enemy to labor, and 
a tyrant. 


Today he Is the most popular man 
in that great mining district, noted .for 
trouble, and tho most serious labor 
disturbances. The personal touch was 
all that was needed, and the men to 
the mines soon discovered that the 
Wall Street capitalist was a whole- 
souled, big-hearted man. 


Mr. Rockefeller became a miner for 
a few days, and by putting himself in 
the other fellow's place, he came to 
understand their grievances and hard- 
ships. • 


It would be well for the country if 
the men who furnish the muscle and 
the men who provide the payroll 
could touch elbows in the same 
friendly way. When this becomes a 
practice, capital and labor will work 
together and the spirit of envy will 
cease to exist.

re=l to the men and women cfithe 
Lincoln administration. 


The proclamation of emancipation, 


whrjh gave freedom to a race, called 
for human sympathy, and while the 
Krea.t. emancipator was not permitted 
to live to aid in extending personal 
sympathy and encouragement, the im- 
press of his life remains as a choice 
heritage, to the race ones in bondage. 
- It may not be our. of character to 
say in passing, that while the "Birth 
of ii Nation" may be a great, educator, 
it i.« entitled to all the criticism re- 
reived because It is fifty years this 
side the (Jays of reconHtruction, and 
the hand and brain which gave free- 
tlon- to a race of ignorant children, 
.was 'not present to guide them, and 
his successor, Andy Johnson, was not 
equal to th'e strain. 


The "carpet bagger" of tho north 


found a fertile field in the desolated 
south, and the colored man. became 
an easy victim. The "Ku -Klux Klan" 
was the great vigilance committee, 
which faded away as soon as law and 
order was established. 


"Tho 
Birth of a Nation" Is a por- 


trayal of the.horrors of war and the 
'days of reconstruction, deprived of 
the atmosphere, which accounted for 
many things. It revives experiences 
long since forgotten, and which might 
better be buried in oblivion. Tho col- 
bred people object to the picture, as 
they have a right to do. It may be 
historical, but not of great value as 
an educator. 


When Mr. Lincoln wrote the little 


paragraph on human sympathy, he 
had in mind this race of bondmeu. 
His prophetic vision grasped the sit- 
uation and he realized the important*) 
;of mutual charity and mutual helpful- 
ness. 


The lapse of half a century has set- 


tled some of the problems of recon- 
iStruction, but the race problem con- 
tinues. If it is over solved It will be 
solved by the people of the south, be- 
cause it is a. southern question. Tho 
'colored race is a southern product 
'and will continue to be. 


Mr. Lincoln realized.-that these peo- 


ple were to remain on southern soil. 
He wanted to inspire, in their hearts 
a respect for property and an ambi- 
tion to become property-owners, be- 
cause ;he knew, that this kind of re- 
spect and ambition was necessary to 
the peace and welfare of the nation.

History has been making rapidly 


since Mr. Lincoln's time, and while 
American slavery has not been a pnrt 
of it, other questions of absorbing In- 
terest 
have claimed attention, and 


many of them have not yet been set- 
tled. 


Efforts have been made by agi- 
tators and disturbers to stir up class 
hatred, and the seeds of envy have 
taken • root in congenial soil. "The 
man with the hoe" has been made to 
feel that his lot in life is not desira-

FINAL ACTION TAKEN 


Tax Budget Completed for the Com- 


Ing Year Increased Owing to Pur- 


chase of the Waterworks. 


By a vote of two to one the city 
council passed a resolution offered by 
Mayor James A. Fathers to establish 
a single district in the city of Janes- 
ville for the purpose of taxation for 
highway and city improvement work, 
In place of the old ward funds. 
An 
adjourned meeting 
was 
held this 
morning between eleven and twelve 
o'clock, and the 
resolution 
passed 
with Mayor .Fathers and Councilman 
P. J. Goodman voting yes and Coun- 
cilman Roy Cummings no. 
The resolution in full is as follows: 
"Resolved, that all sums levied for' 
highway purposes set forth, in section 
seven, of chapter six, of the charter, 
shall constitute a highway fund for 
the city, that, in order to produce a 
uniform rate of taxation this levy be 
made with the entire city as a basis 
of taxation that such fund when so 
acquired shall be held and kept by 
the city treasurer as such highway 
fund and for the purpose as set forth 
in the charter. 


By means of this resolution all of 
the five ward lines which 
formerly 
were used for the distribution of the 
separate funds, are swept away and 
the city becomes a single unit for all 
purposes except for political elections. 
It will mean an even tax -rate for all 
parts of the city. There was no de-

TEXT—That he would grant you, ac- 
cording to the riches at his dory, to be 
strengthened with might by his spirit In 
the inner man.—Ephesians 3:16. 


This is ona of four petitions which 


constitute Paul's prayer for th« Ephe- 


sian Christians. It 
teaches us for one 
thing that God in- 
tends his people 
to be people of 
power. One speak- 
ing of this prayer 
says: 
"Paul'i 


prayer 
is 
God'B 


purpose." By this 
he 
means 
that 


what Paul pr»ys 
we may have and 
may be, God In- 
t e n d s we shall 
have and shall be. 


B e f o r e every 


C h r i s t i a n God 
places 
potential- 


ly this blessing of power. 
That IB, 


every Christian may have this power 
if he desires it and makes it possible 
for God to give it to him. For God 
never purposes for us to have any- 
thing, that he does not make It pos- 
sible for us to possess it. To do oth- 
erwise would be to tease and tantalize 
us, and God never does that. When rhe 
exhorts us to "be strong in the Lord, 
and in the power of his might," he 
makes it possible for us, if we make It 
possible for him, to be strengthened 
with might by his spirit in the inner 
man. 


The expression "inner 
man" un- 


doubtedly means the soul—the inner 
self—as distinguished from the vis- 
ible material body which it animates. 
Peter calls the inner man, "the hidden 
man of the heart" (I Peter 3:4). And 
Paul in another place speaks of It as 
"the inward man," contrasting it with 
"the outward man." which, he says, 
perishes daily (II Cor. 4:16). 


It is very evident from this that the 


strength which may be ours is not 
physical power, nor even mental pow- 
er which many strive to attain, but In- 
ner spiritual strength. It is strength 
of Christian character and nobility of 
soul. 


The 
one possessing this inner 


strength is fortified against tempta- 
tion. 
It was this strength that en- 


abled Joseph to maintain the integrity 
of his character in the face of the 
temptation of Potiphar's 
wife 
and 


prompted him to reply to her evi 
suggestion: "How then, can I do this 
great wickedness and sin agains 
God?" 


It is the strength, which when pos 


sessed, makes one mighty la holy 
service. Paul without it, would never 
have been the mighty apostle; anc 
without it Peter would have romainec 
the 
vacillating cowardly 
disciple 


Without it there would have been no 
Martin Luther, no John Knox, no 
Charley Wesley, no William, Carey 
no Charles Spurgeon, np Dwight L. 
Moody. 
Thsse men were what they 


were and did what, they did, because 
they were strengthened with might by 
his spirit in the inner man. 


Again, this petition teaches us that 


God is the one who imparts this Inner 
strength through his holy spirit. The 
petition is. "that he would grant us to 
be strengthened with might by hia 
spirit." So while in another place we 
are exhorted to "be strong in the Lord 
and in the power of his might," we 
learn here that the strength by which 
we are to be made strong comes from 
God. 
He is the one who empowers 


us. Yet. if we are to be strengthened 
by God, we must place ourselves be- 
fore God irf such a way that he can 
give to us the strength of the Lord. 
We of ourselves are impotent, but 
God has made every provision for Im- 
potent people to be people of power. 
He is able and waits only our willing- 
ness for him to impart unto us hie 
strength. 


The laws that govern the imparting 


to us of his strength are the laws that 
Kovern the reception into our lives of 
the holy spirit in power. It is the 
holy spirit who is spoken of in the 
word as "the spirit of might." He it is 
then, who must have his place of 
power in us if we are to be strength- 
ened with might in the Inner man. 
The early church was commanded to 
tarry in Jerusalem for the power nec- 
essary for service, and on the day of 
Pentecost 
while they tarried 
the 


power came, when the holy spirit de- 
scended upon them. 
Ever since that 


day "the spirit of might" has been 
in the earth ready to take his place 
of power in every believer's life. 


Ready and willing is he to empower 


the people of God, but ready and will- 
ing 
only 
as 
we 
recognize 
him 


as the power we need to make 
us 
strong, ready 
and 
willing 
If 


we 
will 
surrender 
ourselves 
to 


God, 
and by faith receive the holy 


spirit to l.e in us what he desires to 
be. "the spirit of might." Then there 
will be 
fulfilled 
in our lives the 


apostle's prayer which, while primari- 
ly for the Ephesian Christians, is also 
for us that we might be strengthened 
with, might in the inner man.
